Ata regular Session of the Legislature of the State of Missis- 
sippi, convened at the Capitol at Jackson, on Monday the 4th day 
of November, A. D. 1861, in compitance wi h tho Constitution 
of the State and the laws in conformity therewith, and in the sov- 
reienty of the State the 45th, and in the Ist year of the Indepen- 
dence of the Confederate States of America ; 

Be it remembered, That on the day and year aforesaid, being 
tho time and place for the assembling of the Legislatare of Missis- 
tippi in conformity to the Constitution and Laws of the State, 

‘The Senate was called to order by Hon. G. F. Neill, Senator 
froin the county of Carroll, on whose motion Hon. Simeon Oliver 
of De Soto, was called to the chair, as President pro tem., and D. 
P. Porter, Fsq., of Hinds, appointed Secretary, pro tem., for tho 
purpose of organization. 

Upon a call of the roll the following Senators, holding over, 
appeared in their seats: 

Messrs. Chrisman, Gordon, Huie, Mims, Neill, Quinn, Starke, 
Taliaforro and ‘Thames. 

The oath of office was then administered to the following new- 
ly elected Senators :

tee in arranging for the funeral. 

Sir. Oliver, the acting President, informed the Senate that

On motion of Mr. Drane, 

Mr. Neill was chosen temporary President, and 

On motion of Mr. Starke, $ 

Mr. D. P, Porter was continued Secretary, pro tem. 

Mr. Mims, from the committee that was appointed to arrange 
for the Senate to attend the funeral of Col. Burt, reported verbally, 
that it was agreed by the joint committee of the two Houses, that 
both Houses should join in the procession, as a body, and that the 
Ssnate do proceed to the House of Representatives and await the 
ordor of the citizens-arrangement. 

Which report was received and agreed to. 

Mr. Gordon moved to organize the Senate permanently, torth- 
with, which motion was lost on a division of the question, eight 
Senators voting in thé affirmative and ten in the negatire. 

On motion of Mr: Mims, 

The Senate adjourned till to-morrow morning at 10 o clock, and 
proceeded tothe hall of the House—thence in joint convention 
with the House, to the funeral of Col. Burt.

Mr. Olivor offered the following, which was adopted : 

Whereas, The country claims and patriotism requires of every 
citizen and association of citizens, whether co-partners or associa- 
tions, to do all in their power to aid the State and Confederate au- 
thorities in keeping at par such public securities as may become 
necessary to be put in circulation as currency, to enable them to 
carry on tho war now existing between the Confederate States and 
the United States of America, to a successful termination ; and to 
afford the citizens a circulating medium to take the place of 
foreign bank paper as money in this State; therefore, 

Resolved, That the Committee on Finance be and they are 
hereby instructed to take into consideration the propriety and ex- 
pediency of enacting a law to levy and collect of all persons, cor- 
porations and companies a tax of — per cent. upon such amounts 
of the public securitics of this State as they may purchase or re- 
ceive in payment for produce or debts due them, at a less amount 
than the securities call for on their face, after the passage of the 
act to be collected and paid over into the State Treasury for the 

‘support of the Government. 

Mr. Mims offered the following : 

Whereas, In the brilliant engagement of our troops with the 
enemy at Leesburg on the 21st of October, in the very moment 
of that splendid victory he had contributed so much to achieve, 
Col. E. R. Burt, of the 18th Mississippi Regiment, fell mortally 
wounded and expired on the 28th of October; therefore, ~ ~ 

Resolved, That the Senate, in his death, mourns the'loss of the 
just, faithful and honest public officer, the brave soldier and the es- 
timable gentleman. | 

Resolved, That they sympathize with the gallant 18th in the 
loss of their heroic and loved commander, and that they tender 
to the family of the distinguished dead their sincere condolence in 
their affliction. | 

Resolved, ‘That his family be furnished, by the Secretary of the 
Senate, with a copy of these resolutions, and that the Senate do . 
now adjourn as a further token of respect to his memory. 
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In offering the resolutions, Mr, Mims spoke eulogizingly of the 
deceased; and on his motion the resolutions were adopted, 
When the Senate adjourned to 3 o’clock, P. M.

The following message was received from the Governor, through 
Mr. Brougher, Secretary of State : 


GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE. 
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Gentlemen of the Senate and House of Representatives :— 


Tho two years which have elapsed since the Jast regular ses- 
sion of the Legislature, have been marked by events of more 
vital im portance to the people of Mississippi than any which have 
transpired since ‘the formation of the State. 

“The Federal Union, which was vainly stamped ‘ perpetual,” 
has ‘been dissolved by the withdrawal of eleven of the sovereign 
States which compose it. For the statement of the causes which 
led to this ‘separation, and the part which Mississippi acted, I must 
refer you to the legislation of the convention of the people of this 
State. and the sevéral extra sessions of the Legislature which I 
deemed it my duty to convoke. The wisdom and necessity of the 
action have'ceased to be subjects of debate between citizens of 
seceded States. ae 

‘With -unanimity unparalleled in the history of republican gov- 
ernments, the people of this State have decided:that the adminis- 
tration ‘of the Federal Government in the hands of Mr. Lincoln, 
Would be destructive of the ends for which governments are in- 
stituted among men, and have instituted a new government, lay- 
ing its foundations on such principles, and organizing its powers 
in such form as to them seems most likely to effect their happiness 
and safety. 

Whether we shall be permitted to exercise this unquestinpable 
and inestimable right of sovereign States, or be subjugated and 
governed at the will of a Northern despot, is the grave question 
which is now heing debated on bloodier’ fields, and with larger 
armies than this continent has heretofore known; and until it is 

- decided in our favor; which is the only question worthy- the at- 
tention of public or private men, for if decided against us, all for 
which freemen should wish to live is lost to us and our children 
forever. 

` Then to place Mississippi in the best condition to exert her full 
force in rendering’ this conflict successful, is certainly the. first 
duty, and I doùbt not will be the chief aim of the present Legis 
laturés o ; 

-The most obvious means of accomplishing this, is the adoption 
of means to render more comfortable and healthy, and conse- 
-quently-more'effigient, the volunteers who are now bravely bear- 
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ing all the hardships incident to a soldier’s life. A more regular 
and efficient mode of supplying them with clothing is imperative- 
ly demanded. cau 

Phe law enacted at the last session of the Legislature, author. 
izing the Boards of Police of the several: counties. to levy a tax 
sufficient to provide clothing for the companies of their respective 
counties, operates unequally, and in sorne instances oppressively. 
Some counties with but little wealth have furnished from ten to 
fifteen companies, while others, with more than double the wealth 
have furnished but two or three. The poorer counties are thus 
required to bear more than a just ratio in supporting ihe war. I 
suggest the propriety of providing clothing at the expense of the 
State, thus placing the burthen of sustaining the troops on the 
property which they are defending; or if deemed best, the State 
could,be reimbursed for this outlay, by receiving from the Con 
federate States the commutation money cue the troops: and thus 
only act as an agent to facilitate the conversion of the commutation 
money into suitable clothing. . 

The provisions of the law cf 1857, giving to members of volun- 
teer companies nine dollars per annum, was extended by ordinance 
of the Convention, to all volunteers who should be mustered’ into 
the service of the State under the military ordinance of said Con- 
vention. Many companies having entered the Confederate ser- 
vice without being mustered’ into the service of the State, have 
not réceived the benefit of this provision and complain of this dis- 
crimination against them. I respectfully’ suggest the propriety 
and justice of placing all on an equal footing in this respect, and 
giving to companies which have gone directly into the Confeder- 
ate service similar advantages with those mustered into the ser- 
vice of the State. _ 

‘When this matter was under consideration in the Convention, 
no other mode of raising volunteers than that provided for in the 
ordinance referred to, was thought of, and this accounts for the 
seeming partiality. Ifany discrimination is made, it should be in 
favor of, and not against volunteers who enlist for the war. 

From the report of the Adjutant General herewith transmitted, 
it will be seen that Mississippi has now in the Confederate service 
twenty-two regiments and one battalion of infantry, one_regiment 
and fourteen companies of ‘cavalry and eleven companies ofgér- 
tillery, amounting in the aggregate to about 23,000; the number 
not definitely stated, for the reason that several of the regiments 
have no muster rolls on file at tho Adjutant General’s office. To 
this estimate should be added a considerable number of indepen- 
dent companies tendered directly to the Confederate Authorities, 
and ordered to Missouri, Kentucky or Virginia, probably fifteen 
companies, making the number over 24,000. 

When this number shall be further increased by the thirty 
companies enlisted for the war, now in camps in'the State, end 
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the companies now rapidly sending in their tenders of service - 
under the recent call of Major-General A. S. Johnson for ten 
thousand troops, the aggregate will exceed 35,000, which js pro- 
bably a larger proportion of the adult male population, than “any 
State or nation has sent forth to war in modern times ; and when 
it is remembered that not one of all these thousands has been re- 
quired by law to enter the service, or constrained by any force 
save the patriotic desire to stand between the State and her en- 
emies, Mississippi may well feel proud of her volunteer defend- 
ers and cheerfully bear any burthen necessary to cherish and sus- 
tain them. l ; 

In the month of August last, the eight regiments ordered to be 
raised by tho ordinance of the Convention, adopted 23d of Janu- 
ary, 1861, were completed. 

Believing tbat the Federal Government would invade the sea- 

shore and cotton shipping ports of the South this fall, and that 
the Confederate Government would require a large force to meet 
that invasion, [ ordered the eight regiments into camps of instruc- 
tion, that they might be inured to camp life, get ‘over the diseases 
incident to camps, be instiucted and drilled, and thus rendered fit 
representatives of Mississippi on the battlefield, and capable of 
doing credit to themselves and service to the Cgnfederacy. Iex- 
pected that they would go from these camps into the Confederate 
service, and the result has verified my expectations, and they have 
all been mustered into that sérvice, and ten thousand more called 
for by. the Confederate authorities to repel the desperate efforts 

„now being made to subjugate the seceding States. Having these 
.troaps in camp I was enabled promptly to respond to the urgent 

` calls of Generals Johnston and Polk for help in Kentucky, where 

four of the regiments have been sent, and to meet the demand for 
more troops on the sea-shore, although many of my fellow-citizens 
have differed with me in opinion, in regard to the necessity or 
propriety of this measure. Now when the plans of the enemy 
are more fully developed, my only regret in the matter is, that 

Mississippi did not have more troops better drilled and better 

equipped ready to meet the hosts of enemies now threatening ! er 
on the North and on the South. 

To facilitate forming and sustaining these camps of instruction, 
the Brigadier Generals were furnished with Treasury Notes and 
required to canvass their brigadier districts, and’ exchange the 
notes, if practicable, for money, and buy camp equipage, provisions. 
and arms of every description, which conld be made available for 
military purposes, double.barrel shot guns and hunting rifles 
were thus obtained to the number of three or four thousand. and 
are now being altered and repaired in this city, and in Aberdeen. — 
Many of them have already been sent to the troops in Kentucky, 
and those -in camp at Enterprise. All other sources of supply 
of arms having failed, I resorted to this as a matter of necessity, 
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believing that should wo not be able to got better, arms before the 
enemy came, our volunteers would be able to exchange them for 
better after the first battle. Rea gaa 

The Convention of the State in January last, authorized and 
provided for the issuing of one million of Treasury-Notes or bonds, 
to be sold, and the proceeds uscd in defense of the State. Finding, 
it impossible to effect the sale of a sufficient amount of these notes 
for gold and silver, to meet the heavy expenses incident to raising 
and providing an outfit for the large number of troops required from 
this State, I have exercised a discretion which I believe is given 
me by the ordinance and caused these notes to be used as money 
‘in the purchase of arms, accouterments, equipage and supplies 
which were necessary for the defense of the State. In thus act- 
ing, I deemed that I was carrying out the spirit of the ordinance, 
and effecting the manifest purpose and intention ofthe Convention 
in the only manner practicable. 

The financial condition of the State requires and will doubtless 
receive your most earnest consideration. Jow, best to meet the 
requirements of the Confederate and >tate Governments, for the, 
necessary funds to defray the extraordinary expenses of the pre:, 
sent war, isa qu@ition which has, and will continue to engage 
the attention of both Confederate and State Legislature during the 

war. Ss Bek, as ate ok 
' Some well-digested financial scheme is now the most. pressing. 
want of the country. The people of this State, dependent almost, 
entirely on the sale of cotton for money, having no large, cities. 
whose capital is accumulated, dnd no bank, and haying spent-the , 
ready money on hand at the commencement of hostilities, in‘ fitting. 
out their sons for the field, will be peculiarly embarrassed in pay-. 
ing their taxes, unless some plan can be devised by which cotton 
can be converted into the means of payment. Te ae Pe 

If this can be done, then all trouble on this subject vanishes, 
and the’ Confederate: Government might double the: tax, and it, 
would be paid as cheerfully as the n.ost moderate State tax. was 
ever paid; but unless cotton can be thus exchanged, my deliberate 
opinion is that the present tax cannot be paid. Various plans for 
effecting this object have been presented to the country, none of 
which seem to have met with general approbation. One which 
appears to be favored at Richmond, is to induce the banks-to ad- 
vance their notes on cotton and other produce. If the banks 
would consent to this, it seems to me, liable to two very ser: us 
objections : First, that the people would be required to pav large 
sums as interest for the use of the notes of banks,’ which ds not 
redeem them with specie, Second, That after the Gove nmext 
shall have received and paid out this paper currency and the cou sry 
flooded with bank paper, what guarantee is offered that te inte vs 
paid by the people will be the only loss sustained by tuem in the 
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transaction, and thatthe Bank paper thus put im circulation will be 
finally redeemed. If we must rely on a paper currency, during 
the continuance of the blockade, which I, believe is admitted ‘by 
all, would it not-be both cheaper and safer for the Confederate 
Government to make that paper currency: by issuing “Y'reasury 
notes to the full amount of the wants of the Government ; the Leg- 
islatures of the several States might materially aid in giving these 
notes acontinued currency. by making them receivable at the State 
Treasury, for all State dues, and the tax for their ultimate: pay- 
ment be collected on the raising of the blockade ; and ifnecessary, 
it might be made double or treble the present rate, and it would 
be less burthensome and moré cheerfully. paid. I respectfully sug- 
gest the propriety of au early consideration of this grave subject 
by the Legislature, ayd that such instructions be ‘given to the 
members of the Confederate Congress from this ‘State, as the as- 
sembled representatives of the people, coming fresh from them, 
and informed fully of their present condition, may deem best cal- 
culated to promote the success of our cause, and interest of the 
State ; with this assurance, however, to the Confederate States Cor. 
gress, assembled at Richmond, that Mississippi will, to the fall ex 
tent of her power and means, strive to make successful any pi. . 
which may be adopted by the Confederate Congress. 

Let the Confederate Government be assured, that the patient 
fortitude of the people at home, to bear any and ‘all sacrifices ne- 
céssary for a successful prosecution of this war, is equal to the 
daring heroism of our troops in the field, and it will fearlessly con- 
duct this struggle to a glorious termination, and dictate terms, of 
peace, without abating one jot or tittle of our just rights. 

` Our people may well endure the privations of a few years of 
war, consoled by the reflection, that for them, with returning peace, 
comes renewed prosperity ; while to our foes, no peace can restore 
their former prosperity, when bootless and baffled they are driven 
back to survey the ruin brought on their country by their’ own 
folly... They might well be addressed in the language of the veiled 
Prophet to his deluded followers, ‘Ye would be dupes and victims, 
and “ye are. 

Atthe commencement of hostilities between the two, sectiou- 
of the United States, a company of volunteers took, possession of 
the Federal property on Ship Island. At the suggestion of the 
Military- Board, the perishable portton of tho property. was order- 
ed to be sold, and the net proceeds; amounting to something ovér 
nine hundred dollars, turned over to Block, McAfee & Co., of New 
Orleans, who were then purchasing powder and other munitions of 
war for the State, and has been accounted: for in their accourt 
eurrent with the State, ° 

Some complaints have been made to me of inconveniencies result- 
ing’ from the-absence of civil officers, who ‘have enlisted as volan- 
teers. “Believing that no power has been conferred on the Gov- - 
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ernor to declare or fill vacancies in such cases, I have taken no 
action, and now refer it to your wisdom to devise whatever reme- 
dy may be deemed expedient. Da 

For a detailed account of the expenditures of the State. Govern- 
ment for the last two years, I refer you to the reports of the Audi- 
tor and ‘Treasurer, now being prepared. 

A very large proportion ef these expenditures have been incur- 
red for munitions of war, most cf which have been turned over to 
the Confederate Government, with troops sent from this State, and 
are claimed and admitted to be .advances from the State to the 
Confederate Government, accounts for which, amounting to over 
three hundred thousand dollars, were sent to Richmond in August 
last, and seventy-four thousand audited and paid in Confederate 
Treasury notes; and a recent letter from the ‘Treasurer of the Con- 
federate States, informs me that the balance is now being audited 
and will shortly be settled. I have ordereda further account to be 
taken of advances in munitions of war and provisions, made since 
August, to be sent onto Richmond, which will amount to several 
hundred thousand more. 

For a full report of all munitions of war and provisions thus 
turned over to the Conféderate Government, I respectfully refer 
you to the reports of the Quarter-Master Géneral and Chief of 
Ordnance. : 

At the last regular session of the Legislature an appropriation 
of ten thousand dollars was made for repairing and painting the 
Capitol. Failing to get the painting contracted for at prices 
which I thought the State ought to pay, no contract for that por- 
tion of the.work was made. Contracts for repairing the stone 
work and porticos, and for repairing the roof were entered into, 
and a portion of the work dons. The stone work at each end of 
the portico has been braced with bars of iron to prevent'any of 
the stones falling; and the roof repaired thoroughly. All the 
work done amounts to but.a few hundred dollars, and that has not 
been paid for the reason tkut the coatractors volunteered and left 
for the war before the work was completed. 

The Ordinance o. the (Convention creating a Military Board, 
and giving to it power to prescribe rules and regulations for fhe 
government of the troops of this State, provided that such action 
of the Board should be subject to the approval of the Convention 
or the Legislature, when the Convention should have finally ad- 
journed. At the last called session of the Legislature a full 
transcript of all the action of the Board was sent to the House of 
Representatives, and‘ I presume is now with the papers of the 
unfinished business of that session, and I respectfully call the sub- 
ject to the consideration of the present Legislature ; and herewith . 
transmit a printed copy of the orders of said Board at its earlier 
and most important sessions. The main purpose for which this 
Board was created, the organizing and putting troops in the field 
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having been accomplished, a less expensive and less complicated 
system for the administration of the Military affairs of the State 
might be devised. rae: SA ` 

It is my painful duty to inform you that Col. E. R. Burt, Audi- 
tor of Public Accounts, fell mortally wounded at the battle of Lees- 
burg, . while gallantly leading a regiment of Mississippi’s brave 
sons to one of the most brilliant victories :which has crowned 
our arms during the war. While we honor the. brave dead; 
and feel that his deeds have shed lustre on the State of Missis- 
sippi, and acknowledge that his life was sacrificed in rendering 
- the most valuable service which a citizen can perform for .a free 
people, repelling invaders who seek to enslave them, would it not 
be well for the State to remember that those who depended on 
him for the cherishing care of a father and husband, are left 
with us, ani may need assistance which he can give no more? 
For these reasons I recommend that such provision be made by 
the State for the family as their circumstances may be found to 
require. a 

‘The magnitude and duration of the war in which we have en- 
gaged, I fear, have not been fully appreciated. ‘The vast inter- 
ests involved exceed anything contended for by armies in modern 
` times. The North, contending for the absolute control of-the 
hundreds of millions of the teeming annual wealth of Southern 
fields, will not be easily driven from their pretensigns to the right 
to plunder us and will doubtless submit to any sacrifices so long as 
hope remains of so rich a conquest. While the Southern States 
“battling in defense of property, honor, life, all for which freemen 
should wish to live, cannot abandon the conflict no matter what 
sacrifices may be required to be made in its continuance. We 
must.triumph or perish! Let the legislative action of the State 
speak this to our friends and foes as the action of our troops on the 
field has spoken it, and the conflict may be shortened and victory 
will be insuréd. ` 

I cannot in justice close this Message without paying a heartfelt 
tribute to the patriotic, self-sacrificing devotion exhibited by the 
women of Mississippi, If our brave defenders are supplied with 
clothing sufficient to keep the field in the winter campaign, the 
country will be indebted for it to the patient toil of the daughters 
of the South. z l 

May the God who rewards virtue and defends the right, bless 
them and shield those for whom they have toiled.

tions, with superior numbers of men, capable of bearing arms. 
These advantages, if wisely used, may render this war bloody and 
protracted, and enable them to inflict much. suffering on the Con- 
federate States; as yet, they seem only to have inflated the pride 
which is said to go before destruction, and excited the haughty 
spirit which preceeds a fall. 


If our enemies shall be taught wisdom by the defeats they have 
suffered, and learn to bring wisely to bear the advantagés they 
possess, while they may protract the struggle and inflict much in- 
jury, the ultimate conquest of the Confederate’ States must still be 
. beyond their power. Their superiority in arms is over-matched 
by our superiority in skill in the use of them ; their superiority in 
numbers is more than equaled by the higher courage of our troops ; 
their desire for conquest must give way before the stern resolvo of 
patriots to defend their homes, and above all, the sentiment ef

I herewith transmit for your consideration telegrams from Gov. 
Isham G. Harris of Tennessee, and Gens. Gideon -J. Pillow aud 
L. Polk; at Columbus, Ky., informing me of the threatened attack 
on Columbus, by a large force of the enemy, and asking for such 
assistance as the State of Mississippi may be able to send. I have 
sent to Gen. Pillow twenty kegs of cannon powder, and a con- 
siderable quantity of fixed ammunition, for’ the field batteries, re- 
garding the interest and honor of Mississippi both involved ia cus 
taining with her available fore our friends at‘Calumbus; I suggest 
the propriety and importance of some prompt action of the Legis. 
lature, authorizing the sending of such troops as can be immediate- 
ly raised and armed; to assist in the defence of that important post. 
Companies might be called for to serve ‘sixty days, to bring with 
them their own arms. Several companies, partially armed, are 
now in camp at Vicksburg, Natchez and Grenada, which have 
been mustered into the Confederate*service, and will probably be 
ordered to Kentucky, as I have informed Gen Polk of their con- 
dition.

commended the passage of the bill as amended. 
The amendment reported is as follows :

Sec. 1. Be it enacted bythe Legislature of. Mississippi, Tha 


the Governor shall order an election for one Major-General, and ` 


four Brigadier Generals, of the militia of this State, as soon as 
possible after the passing of this act. Said election shall be held 


` by the sheriffs of the respective counties in the same manner as ` 


elections for civil officers are now held. All persons subject to 
perform military duty under this act, shall be entitled to vote. 
A plurality - of votes shall be sufficient to elect. Returns of 
said elections.shall be made to the Governor, by whom the persons 
elected shall be commissioned.

Be it further enacted, That the only exemption from 
military duty excepting those who may present certificates as de- 
fined in the provisions of this act, shall be members of the Legis- 
lature, Treasurer, Secretary of State, Auditor, Attorney General, 
Judge of the High Court of Errors and! Appeals, Clerk of the 
same, Judges and Clerks of the Circuit -Courts, Probate Judges, 
Clerk of Probates, Boards of Police, Telegraph operators, and 
those exempted ‘by the Confederate laws. 

Sec. 25. Be it further enacted, That sections IX and X of 
chapter 34, of the Revised Code, defining the organization, powers 
and duties of courts-martial, are hereby declared to be a part of 
this act; and all fines imposed thereby shall be collected and ap- 
propriated as thereinj prescribed.

Your committee have made a thorough investigation into the 
moral and financial condition of ‘said Institution. so far as the doc.

judgment in relation to-the present and future prospects of the In. 
stitution, and have:been much gratified at the result of their labors. 
They have found that the finances of the Institution have been 
managed by the Board of ‘Trustees, for the last two years, with 
rigid economy. This fact is apparent from the amount of funds 
reported as being now on hand, after meeting the expenses incur- 
red in-thié maintenance of the Institution. Your committee howe- 
ver, déem it their duty to state that they have only had access to 
the ‘account current and the vouchers sustaining the same, from 
the first of May last, up to the timè of the report of the Board of 
‘Trustees to the Legislature, and have, therefore, depended to some 
extent upon the printed report of said Trustees, for their conclu- 
sion as to the. condition and prospects. of the Institution, They 
were unable to go farther back than the time named above, be- 
cause of the absence of Dr, Boyd, who*had. the keeping of the 
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accoutits up to the time of leaving for Pensacola, i in May last, and 
not leaving the accounts and vouchers in his possession where the 
committee could reach them.

The select committee, to whom was referred the bill to he en- 
titled “an act for the protection and defense of the seashore of 
the State of Mississippi,” have had the said bill under their con- 
sideration, and after considering the gr@at importance of the sub- 
ject presented, and making all the inquiry their limited time would 
permit in reference to the facts connected therewith, have come 


to the conclusion that our seacoast is in great danger of being . 


immediately occupied by our common enemy, and that the lives 
and property of a’ large number of our people are put in immi- 
nent peril. Your committee would therefore respectfully ask 
leave to present for consideration the following views : 

. The sea-coast in the State of Mississippi is about one hundred 
miles.in extent; that on the inside of Ship Island, about twelve 
miles from the shore ot Mississippi City, is the best harbor for 
large vessels of: war this side of the capes of North Carolina, 
with a ship channel into it-at all times about twenty-two feet in 
depth, and at high tide often EAE feét. The harbor is 
about nine miles in length, along the inside shore of Ship Island, 
and from one to two miles wide, with nearly an equal depth of 
Water from twenty-two to twenty-four feet. It is known by all 
that shortly after the commencement of the present war a number 
of the enemy’s large vessels were, and have been ever since, hov- 
ering about the coast of this spacious harbor, and some of them 
were often in the harbor itself, and that there are at this time 
several of their large ships within it ; that -at no time sincè the 
commencement of the war has there been any adequate means 
provided or a military force placed at any point along this coast 
sufficient to have made anything like a formidable resistance to a 


x 


large invading army. ‘That forthe greater part ot the time there - 


were only a few companies of infantry, with perhaps one or two 


small batteries of light artillery, and for a short time one regiment . . 


and a small battery of large guns stationed on Ship Island, the 


latter of which, after’ remaining there about two months, were, . 
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with its armament, withdrawn, and the island immediately after 
occupied by the enemy, who, as your committee are informed, are 
erecting - fortifications on the spot abandoned by our troops. At’ 
no time since the war began has there ever heen along our whole 
coast an effective military force exceeding two thousand men. 
There has never been fortifications erectéd at any point along the 
coast, aud the land forces that were there from time to time, if they 
had been five times their number, without formidable batteries of 
heavy artillery, could have made but a feeble resistance to the 
landing of a large invading army. Your committee are informed 
that even the small force that were on this coast have been near- 
ly all withdrawn, and that there is at this time only one scant reg- 
ment there, and two batteries with only six very light guns, and 
that the whole line is left defenseless, with a large number of the 
, enemy in sight of the shore. It will be recollected by all who 
are acquainted with this coast, that there are over a hundred 
places where the enemy’s launches can approach the shore and 
land almost any number of men, it consequently must be evident 
that, the only effectual means that can be devised to meet the ma- 
rauders and beat them back, will be by properly constructed 
light-draught steam gun-boats, which can speedily fly from one 
point to another along the coast. It would be almost impossible 
‘to erect formidable heavy gun batteries at every point-at which 
the enemy could land along this coast of one hundred miles, and 
would require an army divided into numbers suitable :at each 
point, the agerpgate of which would be at least thirty thousand 
men. No war vessels on our part have ever been placed in these 
waters to defend this coast, and none have acted as such except 
two or three old lake boats, which with their armament reqnire 
from seven to eight-feet of water to float them, and on account of 
their frail condition they seldom venture to pass near the enemy’s 
vessels. It is known to all who are acquainted with our sea-coast 
that for three or four miles from the shore all along the coast, the - 
water is generally very shallow, that there are various narrow 
channels making in near the shore, forming a great many passes. 
of fróm three to four feet deep, through which those acquainted 
with them can readily conduet a light draught vessel in and out. 
‘Thus, by means of light-draught steam gunboats, drawing not over 
three feet, managed by our people acquainted with these waters, 
any launch or gunboat of the enemy could be kept from landing 
on, the shore unless they should attempt to approach in very large . 
‘numbers, and even in that case they could be greatly harassed and. 
retarded, and probably repulsed:and driven back. ` Your commit- 
tee are informed by those acquainted with this coast that five or six 
well-built gunboats, propelled by steam, drawing not more than. 
three feet water, properly manned, armed and.equipped, would be 
amply sufficient to compete with and capture or drive off any 
launches or gunboats the enemy,could bring in those shallow 
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waters, unless their numbers were so great as to overwhelm them 
by the mere force of numbers. : C 

Your committee are further informed and assured that such 
light-draught steam gunboats can be built, armed and equipped, 
and placed on the water for service, for a comparatively small 
amount each; that very near the points where they are required 
„there are ample means and facilities for their immediate construc- 
tion, and that one of them can be completed, ready for active .ser- 
vice, every three weeks, until they are all completed, or that all of 
them, can be compléted, ready for use,in‘six weeks if required. 
In view of these facts, and this defenseless situation of our coast 
and the imminent danger thus threatening the lives and property 
of our citizens, your committee are of the opinion that some law 
should be passed upon the subject set forth in said bill, and that 
no time should be lost in proceeding at once to carry its provisions 
into effect. I am therefore instructed to report an amendment by 
way of substitute for said bill, and.recommend. that it be passed.

I herewith transmit to you a copy of the Resolutions of the 
General Assembly of the State of ‘Tennessee, this day received 
from Governor Isham G. Harris, with a request that it be suomit- 
ted to the Legislature of the State of Mississippi. : 

I fully concur in the main idea in the resolutions, that it may 
be disastrous in the extreme to the interests of the cotton planting 
States, to have two crops on hand, but differ with them as te the 
time it will befall the planters. “Instead of being felt in the sale of 
the third crop, it is clear to my mind that the price will be depress- 
ed at least fifty per cent. in the sale of the first two crops which 
go to market after the raising of the blockade; and that this 
depression will be felt for many years, until planters, disgusted 
with low prices, shall reduce the crop. . e: 

` It is a mistaken idea that the world would be prepared to con- 
sume two crops by reason of withholding the present year’s crop, 
creating so great demand for cotton goods. The high price of 
cotton goods will stimulate the manufacture of other fabrics totake 
the place of cotton goods. The people of the world must wear 
clothes, and if they cannot get cotton they will make them of hemp, - 
flax and wool, and. if the blockade should last five years, there 
would not be as great a demand for our cotton at the end of that 
- time as there is now, for the reason that its place in the mar- ` 
kets of the world would be filled with cotton from some othér 
country, or fabrics from some other material. eo 
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The only hops to save our cotton interest from utter prostration 
fr many years to come, is to adopt some measure to prevent the 
aecumulaticn of two crops. In view of these facts, would ‘it not be 
well for the Legislature to use all the means in their power to 
prevent this great evil, even if resort is had to the taxing power 
in the State governments, by levying onerous taxes on all cotton 
raised next year, if the blockade is not raised before planting sea- 
son. Such a law might be passed, conditioned that other eotton- 

‘ growing States pass similar laws. 

If the blockade continues, and any considerable amount of coffon 
-is produced next year, the labor employed in its productien will be 
worse than lost to the country. Whereas, if that labor should be 
employed in producing grain and provisions, it would strengthen 
as and prostrate the interest of our grain-growing enemies. But 
` it may be said that so much labor thus employed, would make 
“ grain and provisions so abundant that there would be no demand 
rthem. I think this isnot true. Our armies must consume and will 
waste a great quantity, and another great quantity will be justly 
due from the men of property and wealth to the indigent families 
ef soldiers who are fighting cur battles: and how many of these 
there may be before the war is over the most gifted cannot fore- 
tell. The State and people must make ample provisions for soldiers’ 
families, and the labor of slaves must do this—for free white men 

are now wanted for driving back the invaders of our homes. 

This isa great and vital question, involving beth the future 
prasperity and pregent safety of the State, and I commend it to 
your earnest consideration, and hope you will press it on the con- 
sideration of our sister cotton-growing States. ;

That the present cotton crop of the Southern States, is to at 
least two of the leading powers of Europe, a national necessity. | 

2. That, as under present circumstances, it seems improbable 
that this crop can be disposed of, the planting of another will place 
two crops on hand forsale at once, `- . 

3. That the purchase of these two crops by the European powers 
above referred to, will give them a supply for two years, so tha. - 
at any time when about to purchase the thirdcrop, and having one 
year’s stock to run upon, and the planter being unable to hold hig 
third ¢rop until they are compelled to buy, they will have itin - 
their power to dictate the price and terms of sale. l . 

4. That, on the ether hand, the European powers before men- 
tioned, having exhausted their present supply, and another crop’ ` 
not being raised when those powers come into the markets to buy, ` 
as they must and will do if we adopt this policy, the planters hold- . 
ing the great staple which is a necessity to them, they will not only 
be compelled to buy, but also to pay a remunerative price. 

5. The armies of the South cannot subsist on cotton, but must 
have bread and meat, and while the interest of the cotton planter 
calls to plant no more cotton than will supply the home ete 
tion, patriotism imperatively demandg that his whole force should - 
be turned into those channels in which he can contribute to thé - 
wants and wastes of a war of which none can predict the end. , 

6. That the vital-interests herein involved may be submitted to - 
the enlightened judgment of the South, the Governor of this State 
ig requested forthwith to forward a copy of these resolutions to thé... 
President of the Confederate States, who is hereby requested to.. 
submit them to Congress, and also to the several Governors of thé 
Confederate States, who are herein requested to submit them to 
their respective Legislatures when convened.

Ma PRESIDENT — 


Your Committee on the Lunatic Asylum, have visited and in- 
spected the same, and instructed me to make the following report, 
and recommend its adoption with the accompanying bill : 

We found everything about the establishment-in the neatest pos- 
sible condition. Handsome parterres of flowers adorn the exterior, 
and give an air of cheerfulness to an institution which ordinarily 
impresses the visitor with a feeling of gloom. We found in the 
institution one hundred and forty-five patients, in all the varied | 
stages of lunacy. For the classification, treatment, and special 
details in this regard, you are respectfully referred to the Super- 
intendent’s report. ‘The patients were uniformly clean and com- 
fortable, as well clad as need be, and indeed were in genoral sup- 
plied with all things needful. The physician in charge was polite 
. and courteous, and without hesitation conducted us through every 
part of the ‘building, from the upper wards even to the kitchen. 
Your committee were deeply impressed with the perfect controll 
which he seemed to hold over this usually unruly class of patients, 
who in this Instance yielded to his commands and discipline as 
readily as children do to a beloved parent. A kind and henovolent 
manner, ‘duly mingled with firmness, seemed to be the means by 
which he had gained such unlimited controll over these poor 
reasonless unfortunates. It appears that an avenue is yet open 
to the heart of these unfortunate beings, from whom the light of 
reason has been withdrawn, and this is through their affections ; 
well has the Doctor used it, and eminently has te succeeded in 
convincing them that everything done is for their comfort and 
happiness. Much pains has been taken to improve the health of 
the patients by proper exercise, and this has been turned to good 
account for the institution, in the ‘cultivation of large gardens, os- 
tablished by the Superintendont. These gardens are thought to 
be important items in the economy of tho institution, as much 
monoy is thereby saved, and an abundance of vegetable food—e - 
thing so necessary to this class of patients,—is supplied. By 
close ‘attention to such details, the Superintendent has this year 
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produced the following articles, the aggregate value of which 
would be about sufficient to pay their whole account for negro 
hire : z i

And every other vegetable usually raised in gardens, in the great- 
est abundance. As a further evidence of economy, we are pleas. 
ed to say that all the clothing for the paupers has been cut and 
made up in the institution. W- are informed by the Trustees, 
that these things had vever bef.re been done until the present 
Superintendent tok possession, and are therefore a clear gain to 
the institution. 

Much good seems» have been done by allowing the various 
amusements—bil':ards, ‘enpins music. and dancing. Your com. 
mittee were much :mused and interested at the childlike earnest. 
ness and zeal, with which these benigted creatures entered into the 
recreation. Many of them expressed themselves warmly as to the 
tranquilizing and composing influence of this innocent ‘amuse- 
ment upon their miniis. l 

Your committee have to say that they have examined to their 
satisfaction the accounts of the Asylum, and find them uniformly 
correspondent with the check-book, and believe them correct ; 
and also find the prices of articles purchased as moderate as could 
be expected in an interior town. In one particular, your com- 
mittee would respectfully recommend a change. The accounts of 
the pay patients are now blended with the general Asylum account, 
thus giving an appearance of extravagance to many of the bills. 
This your committee think ought to be corrected, and a distinct 
account kept for them. Your committee also think that a different 
course should be pursued in regard to the fund allowed the Asylum. 
They suffer much from having to purchase on credit, and there- 
fore we recommend that the quarterly appropriation be paid them 
in advance. In this way they can make their purchases in such 
markets as will save to the Inst tution, and consequently to the 
State, at least twenty per cent. Your committee saw no evidence 
of extravagance, but cannot too strongly advise economy in the 
general details at a time like the present, when the finances of the 
State are necessarily so heavily drawn upon. In regard to serv- 
ants, we would recommend to the Trustees that they rigidly seru- 
tinize the matter, and if possible, reduce the number, and certainly 
the price for next year. í 

. In view of the high prices of provisions, and the increased num- 
ber of patiente, the ‘Trustees have asked for the sum of thirty-two 
‘Yhousand dollars, and it is believed by your committed that they 
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could scarcely do with less under all the attendant cfrcumetances, 
if the, Institution is to be kept up on its present fegting. We also 
think it advisable that a contingent fund should he placed in the 
hands of the Governor, to provide for the deficiencies which may 
occur from the depreciated state of our currency or other causes. 
Your committee feel justified in saying that they belive the Trustees 
have faithfully discharged their duties, and that much credit is due 
the Superintendent for his skill as a physician, as well as his in- 
dustry, energy and system, and take pleasure in saying that they 
‘saw but little to find fault with, and much to approve. 
_ In conclusion, your committee cannot too strongly recommend 
this Institution to the fostering care of the State, and trust that the 

Legislative heart will ever warmly sympathize with this unfortu- 
nate class of our fellow beings, and ever promptly respond to any 
necessary call tor pecuniary aid.

The Committee on the Judiciary, who were instructed by the 
Senate to inquire and report * whether tax assessors are entitled 
to commissions on the military tax under the general law allowing 
commissions on the State tax,” have considered the subject; and ` 
have instructed me to make the following report : ; 

Second article of the third chapter of the Revised Code pro- 
vides that every assessor shall be entitled to receive from the State 
Treasury as a compensation for his services, five per centum on 
the amount of the State tax contained in his assessment, provided 
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such compensation shall not be less than $100, nor more than 
$500, in any one year. 

By the act of Nov. 30th, 1858, it was enacted that every asses- 

sor should receive from the State Treasury, as full compensation 
for all his services as assessor, seven per centum on the amount 
of his assessment, such compensation not to be less than’ $200, 
nor more than $709, in any one year. 
- It is clear then thatthe only compensation the assessor is enti- 
tled to is paid him out of the State Treasury, and‘is to be ascer- 
tained in the manner expressed in the above act of 1858, dnd is 
seven per cent.on the “ amount of his assessment,” not, however; 
less than $200, nor more than $700. 

By-reference to the Ordinance of the Convention, levying the 
military tax, it will be perceived that the first payment of this tax, 
made in the spring of 1861, was required to be both assessed and 
collected by the collector. He was required to collect an addi- 
tional special tax of fifty per cent. on the State tax, and also a 
tax of three-tenths of one per cent. on money held, loaned or 
employed, without the limits of this State. 

By the seventh section of the Ordinance the permanent mili- 
tary tax forthe redemption of the State loan was imposed. It 
directs the Collector to collect in every year until discontinued, an 
_additional special State tax, “the same as is provided in the first 
section of this Ordinance,” that is, fifty per cent. on the State tax, 
and three-tenths of one per cent. on money aut of the State. 

By the eighth ‘section the collector was required to make the 
assessment of the said tax on money, “utnil the assessor shall 
make other assessments of personality.” a 

By the ninth section, the assessors in all subsequent assess- 

ments of taxes until said Treasury Notes shall be paid,” are re- 
quired to assess the said tax on “the amount of money owned or 
controlled by the tax payer, and deposited, loaned or employed in 
the purchase of notes, bills, bonds, stock; mortgages or any securi- 
ties for the payment of money without the limits of this State, or 
kept from use or circulation within the same.” . , 
From this recital of the laws applicable to the subject it ap- 
pears : i : 

Ist. That'the tax assessor is only entitled to commissions on 
the amount of his assessment, and isnot entitled to any compensa- 
tion for any tax which he is not required to assess, and which 
does not appear in his assessment. : 

2nd. The military tax, so far as regards the’ fifty por cent. on 
the State tax, is not assessed by the assessor, ahd does not pro- 
> perly appear in his assessment. It is like the county tax, with 
-which the assessor has nothing to do, and on which he is not en- 

titled to charge commissions. Hg 

3rd. The assessor being required to assess the tax on money 
held, loaned, deposited or used without the limits of this State, is 
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obliged to include such tax in his assessment, and is therefore es» 
titled to commissions upon it. 

The committee would further remark that their attention bas 
been called to a practice said to prevail in some counties, where- 
by the Boards of Police make allowance to the assessor for assess. 
- ing county taxes; this is wholly illegal. The assessor renders no 
service whatever respecting the county tax. It is not even fixed 
by the Board of Police, until after the assessment is made. Any 
such allowance to the assessor is an uflawful use of the money 
of the county, and probably renders the members of the Board 
* who concur in it liable to indictment and punishment for a viola- 
tion of the duties of their office.
